Probably nowhere else in the world 
does there exist so large and so mod­ 
ern a subterranean fortress as the one! 
this correspondent 
visited 
today 
in

cupants 
gnome-like 
were

through underground passages ISO feet 
deep, 
It was located at Kbrn-Emael, over­ 
looking the new Albert Banal and the 
river Meuse, twenty miles west of the 
German frontier city of Aix-la-Chap- 
mlelle. 
Holland was between this fort­ 
ress and Aix-la-Bhapelle, jutting down 
like a heel into Belgium. 
Although the ultra-modern fortifica­ 
tions of the French Maginot line art 
immensely larger than Belgium’s as a 
whole, it is doubtful if any individual 
fortress in the French chain is as 
large or larger than Eben-Emaui. A 
number of these 
enormous 
under­ 
ground fortified cities form the spokes 
of the wheel for Liege’s outer half­ 
moon of defenses. In many ways all 
are alike, although the topography of 
the land has been taken into fullest 
consideration in each case. 
Eben-Emael occupies the crest of a 
cliff just behind the rustic river Meuse. 
The cliff has been cut down the centei 
to let the new fortified Albert Canal 
pass through. 
The back-half of the 
cliffs has been converted into the fort­ 
ress. 
The moat, that ancient relic of all 
medieval fortresses, has been retained 
in this most modern sub-soil city ol 
warriors. The moat encircles the real 
of the fort where the 
land 
slopes 
gently upwards to form the cliff. 
In 
addition, provision has been made to 
flood the entire rear of the fort in cast 
an invader should attempt to seize it 
from behind. A river which flows into 
the Meuse ta n be used for this pur­ 
pose. It now has been diverted to flow 
underneath the new Albert Banal in 
its path from the town of Eben-Emael
